Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  statutory  requirements,  it  is  my  pleasant 
duty  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  and 
the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  for  the  year  1968c  The  Report 
is  presented  in  the  usual  form  incorporating  the  vital  statistics  of  the 
area,  and  information  concerning  the  various  clinics  now  operating  in 
the  City  and  the  details  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
carried  out  in  the  field  of  environmental  health0 

Re-organisation  effected  during  the  year,  with  a  view  to  more 
efficient  administration  of  the  Committee  structure  of  the  Council, 
resulted  in  the  combining  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees a 

The  Registrar-General5  s  estimate  of  30,950  at  mid  1968  would 
indicate  an  increase  of  210  in  the  population  compared  with  the  very 
small  decline  in  1967a  These  figures  are  possibly  indicative  of  the 
fact  that  the  steady  but  tedious  increase  apparent  up  to  1967  has  again, 
been  resumed* 

Figures  showing  the  number  of  persons  “unemployed  at  the  end  of  the 
year  show  little  variation  to  those  for  the  year  1967,  except  for  some 
slight  indication  of  an  all  round  tendency  to  increase 0 

During  the  year  a  total  of  106  new  units  of  accommodation  were 
provided,  76  by  the  Corporation  and  30  by  private  enterprise,,  These 
were  the  lowest  number  of  new  dwellings  provided  over  a  number  of  years 
and  when  consideration  is  given  to  the  fact  that  it  was  found  necessary  to 
close  or  demolish  eleven  units,  the  net  gain  in  accommodation  amounts  to 
only  95  units*  There  were,  however,  991  applicants  still  on  the  Council 
housing  list  at  the  end  of  the  year  =>  a  decrease  of  13  in  the  number  awaiting 
rehousing  at  the  end  of  1967a 

The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  City  during  the  year 
was  397  -  208  males  and  189  females 0  This  indicates  a  small  excess  in  the 
numbers  of  births  over  those  for  the  previous  year,  and  affords  a  corrected 
Birth  Rate  of  13 o 3  per  thousand  population  This  figure  continues  to  be 
well  below  that  of  l609  pen  thousand  population  for  England  and  Wales0 


The  infant  mortality  rate  has  always  been  considered  to  be  a 
reasonably  good  index  to  the  general  health  of  a  community,  hence  the 
mortality  rate  of  7*56  per  thousand  live  births  can  be  accepted  with 
some  degree  of  satisfaction  There  were  only  three  deaths  of 
infants  registered  in  the  City  during  the  year*  This  rate  is  well 
below  that  of  l8o0  per  thousand  live  births  as  returned  for  England 
and  Wales c  Furthermore ,  as  far  as  Winchester  is  concerned  the  infant 

mortality  rate  for  19^8  is  the  lowest  that  has  ever  been  recorded,.  The 
Still  Birth  Bate  of  1204X  per  thousand  live  and  still  births  still 
compares  favourably  with  the  national  figure,  though  locally  it  only 
shows  a  minimal  decrease  compared  with  the  year  1.3 oj Q  There  were  38 

illegitimate  births  registered  during  the  year  -  a  significant  increase 
as  indicated  when  expressed  by  the  figure  of  9^57  as  a  percentage  of 
the  total  live  births0  It  was  hoped  that  last  ye ar9s  reduction  might 
have  been  maintained  but  regrettably  that  was  not  the  case0 

The  corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  area  was  10o2f6  per  thousand  of  the 
population  representing  a  total  of  415  deaths  -  182  males  and  233  females 0 
The  Table  in  the  text  showing  the  causes  of,  and  ages  at,  death  has  been 
altered  from  the  format  adopted  for  previous  years  0  The  table  as  now 

supplied  by  the  Registrar-G-eneral ,  is  based  on  the  international 
classification  of  diseases  adopted  by  the  nineteenth  World  Health 
Assembly,,  This  new  table  is  more  explicit  and  detailed  in  its  requirements 
than  its  predecessor.  However,  there  is  no  change  in  the  overall  picture 
with  Heart  Disease,  Cancer  in  all  its  forms  and  Cerebrovascular  Disease 
again  being  the  three  principle  causes  of  death  in  the  CityQ  There  were 
seven  deaths  attributed  to  accidents,  including  two  resulting  from  motor 
accident s0  Suicide  and  self-inflicted  wounds  accounted  for  two  deaths0 
There  was  no  maternal  death  registered,,  The  overall  pattern,  judged 
according  to  age,  shows  little  change,  only  fourteen  deaths,  or  little 
over  j/o-  occurring  under  45  years  of  age  and  245  deaths  or  59?£  occurring 
in  persons  over  the  age  of  75  years 0 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  show  a  marked 
decrease  and  is  particularly  significant  where  Measles  is  concerned0  It 
is  possible  that  we  are  now  beginning  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  active 
immunisation  and  the  incidence  of  this  disease  shall  continue  to  decline 
during  the  coming  years0  The  other  two  notifiable  diseases  which  call  for 
mention  are  Infective  Hepatitis  and  Food.  Poisoning0  The  former  outbreak 
occurred  in  a  school  and  proved  to  be  a  tedious  matter  to  eliminate,  until 
the  disbanding  of  the  school  for  the  usual  holidays  terminated  the  outbreak a 
Most  of  the  nofitications  of  Food  Poisoning  would  appear  to  have  resulted 
from  infection  following  the  consumption  of  roasted  chicken  which  was 
contaminated  with  Salmonella  Montevideo0  A  full  investigation  was 
carried  out  which  resulted  in  the  identification  of  a  number  of  symptomless 
carriers  of  the  infection,  as  well  as  those  suffering  from  illness0  Prompt 
preventative  action  and  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned,  resulted  in  the 
outbreak  being  rapidly  eliminated0  Similar  outbreaks  occurred  in  different 
parts  of  the  countryduring  the  past  year  and  most  of  them  have  been  traced 
back  to  the  consumption  of  improperly  roasted  chicken0 


The  mobile  x-ray  unit  attends  at  Friars  gate  Clinic  twice  monthly 
and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  attendances  are  being  well  maintained* 
There  was  an  increase  of  over  2,000  in  the  number  attending  during  the 
year*  The  response  to  immunisation  also  continues  to  be  maintained,  and 
this  is  possibly  best  demonstrated  by  the  absence  amongst  the  notifications 
of  infectious  diseases  for  a  number  of  years  of  such  diseases  as 
Diphtheria,  Smallpox  and  Poliomyelitis,  as  well  as  the  much  improved 
figures  for  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles* 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  set  out  in  very  detailed 
survey  in  that  part  of  the  Report  provided  by  the  Chief  Riblic  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  E*  Seymour,  and  requires  little  in  the  way  of  comment* 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman,  Councillor 
Penman  and  members  of  the  Housing  and  Health  Committee  for  their  interest 
and  encouragement  in  the  work  of  the  Department*  Also  to  Dr*  Hughes, 

Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  Dr*  Moore,  Mass  Radiography  Unit, 
and  the  members  of  both  their  staffs  for  their  help  and  co-operation 
forthcoming  at  all  times.  To  the  Officers  of  the  Corporation  and  the  Staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  my  sincere  thanks*

Mrc  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  the  21st  time,  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  carried  out  in  pursuance  of  the  statutory  duties  and  responsibilities 
assigned  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector'' s  section  of  the  Health  Department* 

As  with  previous  years,  there  was  no  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
environmental  work  requiring  our  attention  and  it  is  obvious  that  a  great 
deal  of  work  still  needs  to  be  done,  despite  much  improvement  already  achieved* 

A  system  of  partial  specialisation  adopted  towards  the  end  of  19 67 , 
operated  throughout  the  year  with  a  fair  degree  of  success*  The  most  obvious 
progress  was  apparent  in  the  field  of  housing  when  opportunity  was  taken  to 
continue  the  survey  of  properties  considered  suitable  for  repair,  improvement 
standard  assessment  and  investigation  into  multi  occupation  problems* 

The  City  is  happily  free  from  large  numbers  of  caravan  dwellings  and  has 
only  one  set  of  premises  which  could  he  described  as  a  lodging  house* 

Sleeping  in  condemned  and  empty  property  is  fairly  common  as  it  is  in  most 
towns  where  any  slum  clearance  or  demolition  activity  is  being  carried  out* 

In  accordance  with  Section  60  (l)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  1963,  and  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  an  Annual  Report  is 
submitted  giving  the  general  picture  of  operations  during  1968*  Almost  one 
hundred  per  cent  of  the  total  registrations  under  the  Act  have  received 
attention  and  close  collaboration  has  been  established  with  the  Factory 
Inspectors  and  Fire  Officer*  While  the  work  is  bound  to  be  something  of  a 
burden,  it  is  already  well  absorbed  in  the  environmental  field  of  operations* 

In  so  fax  as  the  supervision  of  milk,  meat  and  other  foods  is  concerned, 
there  is  continued  attention  to  food  hygiene,  education  and  publicity*  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  public  axe  stimulated  to  complain  by  publicity  of 
unsatisfactory  cases  and  by  the  greater  awareness  of  the  need  for  hygienic 
standards  which  is  undoubtedly  the  result  of  constant  efforts  over  the  last 
few  years  by  the  inspectorate* 

Meat  inspection  duties  continued  to  take  up  considerable  time  and 
staff  covered  fully  the  slaughtering  programme*  In  every  case  the 
inspected  carcases  were  stamped  by  the  inspecting  officer  after  being  passed 
as  satisfactory*  In  dealing  with  carcases  under  detention,  however,  it  is 
essential  for  bacteriological  results  to  be  available  quickly  to  permit  an 
early  decision  on  disposal  to  be  made*  Accordingly,  reference  is  made  to 
the  valuable  assistance  received  from  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  - 
Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital  and  the  Central  Veterinary  Laboratory, 
Weybridge,  Surrey* 
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There  was  the  usual  pattern  of  complaints  received  by  the  department  - 
at  least  60/2  being  due  to  infestation  by  rodents  or  other  vermin0  The  pest 
destruction  staff  have  therefore  been  kept  busy,,  as  contract  work  is 
under taken  in  premises  throughout  the  City0 

Noise  complaints  during  the  year  included  noise  from  machinery  and 
vibration  from  air  compressors  which  were  dealt  with  by  informal  act±on0 
Considerable  amount  of  investigation  work,  however,  took  place  in  regard 
to  noise  from  a  Grain  Mill  which  housed  modern  grain  cleaning  machinery,. 
Here  again,,  by  making  certain  recommendations  which  resulted  in  a  reduction 
of  noise,  the  matter  was  settled  informally 0 

Ai  great  deal  of  scope  for  widening  the  knowledge  of  the  public  in 
environmental  health  work  lies  in  the  Annual  Report 0  It  shows  that  the 
very  character  of  our  work  has  changed,  much  of  the  enforcement  has  gone, 
now  the  inspector  has  in  the  course  ©f  a  day  to  be  able  t©  advise  on  a 
multiplicity  of  matters  relating  to  public  health,,  Constantly  he  has  to 
make  decisions  which  turn  on  a  study  of  human  relations  and  always  he  is 
aware  that  a  wrong  decision  can  injure  the  health  of  some  person,  do  an 
injustice  or  lead  his  Council  into  costly  aetions0 

In  conclusion  I  would  refer  once  more  to  staff  who  worked  so  well 
during  the  year0  At  the  same  time  acknowledge  with  gratitude  Hie  guidance 
and  support  which  has  always  been  given  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Health  Committee 0

One  of  the  most  gratifying  of  our  duties  is  to  improve  the  housing 
conditions  in  the  City,,  although  even  with  the  support  of  Section  4* 

Housing  Act  1957,  the  determination  of  what  is  and  what  is  not  a  fit  house , 
remains  one  of  the  most  difficult  aspects  of  the  housing  problem,,  If  the 
range  of  our  housing  activities  are  to  he  widened,  however,  as  proposed  in 
the  White  Paper  **01d  houses  into  new  homes*’ ,  we  will  have  to  know  considerably 
more  about  our  housing  situation,,  This  will  require  the  collection  and 
analysis  of  information,, 

Armed  with  knowledge  gleaned  from  previous  surveys  and  special  visits 
made  over  the  years  in  connection  with  Clearance  and  Improvement  9  it  was 
found  that  sufficient  was  known  to  obtain  a  reasonable  assessment  of  the 
condition  of  a  large  number  of  tenanted  houses  9  many  of  which  will  he 
considered  for  Housing  Act  procedure  in  the  future 0 

Prom  this  information  we  have  produced  a  1/2500  scale  map^  complete 
with  the  scheduled  houses 9  graded  in  the  three  accepted  colours 0  Red  for 
action 9  green  for  growth  into  a  fit  dwelling  and  yellow  ochre  for  the  ripe 
but  repairable  house  0 

Dilapidations  have  not  been  allowed  too  much  weight  as  they  can  be 
readily  dealt  with,  while  the  well  groomed  house  on  the  other  hand,  has 
not  been  allowed  to  influence  our  findings,  at  the  expense  of  essential 
fact s0  I  have  seen  houses  condemned  for  important  but  not  essential 

structural  defects,  while  houses  with  obvious  faults  affecting  health, 
such  as  inadequate  lighting  and  defective  ventilation  have  been  passed 
over  because  the  fabric  of  the  house  was  in  good  condition,, 

The  main  work  has  obviously  yet  to  come*

Abatement  of  Nuisances 

The  wide  powers  of  the  nuisance  sections  of  the  Public  Health  Act9 
1936  9  are  found  invaluable  in  dealing  with  defects  and  conditions  which 
arise  in  any  part  of  the  City  and  in  almost  any  type  of  premises .  Any 

complaint  which  is  received  in  the  Department  of  conditions  which  may 
come  within  the  loose  definition  of  public  health  nuisance  is  investigated 
and  where  appropriate^  action  is  taken  within  the  powers  conferred  on  the 
Health  Committee, 
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The  majority  of  complaints  are  received  from  occupiers  of  dwelling 
houses  but  action  is  frequently  taken  following  an  inspection  of  land 
or  premises  for  other  purpose s«

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INSIECTION  AND  REGISTRATION 


The  administration  of  the  Offices ,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act 
continued  at  a  steady  pace  throughout  the  year0  The  initial  inspections 
made  soon  after  the  new  powers  came  into  force  together  with  a  policy  to 
take  informal  action  which  included  a  report  to  Committee  if  works  were 
not  commenced  within  three  months,  has  resulted  in  a  smooth  operation 
with  few  difficulties  arising,, 

Examination  of  deposited  plans  showing  new  development  and 
alterations  to  existing  buildings  has  again  proved  useful  to  iron  out 
deficiencies  at  the  planning  stage*  In  addition  to  this,  architects 
having  become  more  aware  of  the  intricacies  of  the  Act,  now  frequently 
consult  with  the  public  health  inspector  to  ensure  that  his  proposals  are 
satisfactory  even  before  submitting  plans  for  official  approval * 

A  total  of  2 3  registration  forms  were  received,  mostly  as  a  result 
of  current  inspections  and  in  the  main  concerning  changes  of  occupation 
in  existing  premises*  The  total  number  of  premises  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  564  compared  with  558  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year  and  541  when  the  Act  came  into  force* 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 


The  general  scheme  outlined  in  the  1967  report  was  again  pursued, 
variations  only  being  made  in  the  light  of  new  case  law  or  advisory 
circulars  from  the  Ministry* 

These  circular's  have  been  found  to  be  of  great  value  in  providing 
a  basis  for  uniformity  in  enforcement  of  the  Act,  for  example*  recommended 
lighting  standards  which  were  issued  during  September* 

Similarly,  information  on  the  guarding  of  machinery  and  reports  on 
decisions  from  the  Courts  were  found  invaluable* 

As  foreseen  when  the  Act  came  into  force  little  is  being  done  on  the 
part  of  many  occupiers  to  carry  out  a  progressive  re  decorat  ion  schedule* 

In  this  regard  it  is  unfortunate  that  regulations  have  not  been  made  under 
the  cleanliness  section  to  achieve  this  end* 

The  introduction  of  the  Hoists  and  Lifts  Regulations  which  come  into 
operation  during  1969  is  another  most  desirable  asset  and  will  simplify 
the  enforcement  of  the  Act  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector* 

Anomalies  have  arisen  in  connection  with  sanitary  accommodation  in 
premises  to  which  the  Factories  and  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Acts  apply  and  where  staff  is  less  than  five  and  includes  members  of  both 
sexes*  In  such  cases  one  sanitary  convenience  is  deemed  sufficient  under 
the  Offices  Act  whereas  separate  accommodation  for  each  sex  is  required 
rnider  the  Factories  Act*  Another  complication  is  that  the  premises 
concerned  are  frequently  small  and  the  space  required  for  additional 
accommodation  not  readily  available*  The  situation  is  further  confused 
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by  a  conflict  of  duties 5  since  in  these  circumstances  the  Factory- 
Inspectorate  is  responsible  for  administration  of  both  Acts  except  the 
sanitary  accomodation  requirements  of  the  Factories  Act  which  are  the 
only  responsibility  of  the  Local  Authority  in  such  premises,, 

It  would  seem  there  fore  9  that  variations  of  the  Factories  Acts  are 
desirable  to  eliminate  this  situation0

employer,,  Investigations  were  carried  out  into  the  circumstances  of 
eight  accidents  which  resulted  in  one  formal  warning  and  .informal  advice

PROSECUTIONS 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  institute 
any  legal,  proceedings  during  the  year*  Three  reports  were  made  to  the 
appropriate  Committee  of  the  Council  concerning  employers  who  failed  to 
bring  their  premises  up  to  the  legal  standard^  but  in  each  case  the 
defects  were  subsequently  remedied  within  a  short  time  and  further  action 
not  pursued .

The  achievement  of  a  safe  food  supply  depends  ultimately  on  several 
factors  not  least  of  these  being  the  measure  of  co-operation  between  food 
traders,  individual  food  handlers  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the 
Council  in.  the  exercise  of  their  duties,, 


The  activities  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  not  confined  to 
the  enforcement  of  the  relevant  Act  and  Byelaws;  lectures  have  been 
given  to  groups  of  catering  operatives  on  the  subject  of  food  hygiene,  with 
particular  reference  to  personal  cleanliness  in  food  preparation  and 
handling.  It  is  realised  that  those  who  attend  sudi  lectures  constitute 
a  small  proportion  of  the  personnel  most  concerned;  accordingly,  in  their 
routine  visits  to  food  premises,  the  Inspectors  take  eve ry  opportunity 
to  inculcate  hygienic  methods  so  as  to  obviate  as  far  as  possible, 
infringements  of  the  law  relating  to  the  prevention  of  the  contamination  of 
food0 


It  is  customary  to  issue  cautions  for  infringements  of  a  minor 
character,  and  this  action  proved  successful  in  securing  remedial  measures 
in  a  number  of  cases 0  Reference  has  already  been  made  in  a  previous 
paragraph  to  several,  cases  in  which  more  serious  offences  had  taken  place, 
resulting  in  the  prosecution  of  offenders  and  the  imposition  of  fines 0

FOOD  POISONING 

(a)  Enquiries  into  14-  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  to  the  Department 
were  systematically  carried  out*  Complete  investigation  into  family 
outbreaks,  however,  is  made  difficult  and  sometimes  impossible  by 
being  unable  to  obtain  samples  of  suspected  foodstuffs*  In  many 
instances  foods  are  destroyed  before  notification  is  received  and 
no  direct  evidence  can  be  obtained* 

Fortunately,  our  enquiries  concerning  the  food  shops  patronised  by 
the  various  households,  elicited  that  a  local  shop  which  retailed 
spit  roasted  chicken  was  the  common  factor*  At  the  same  time  faecal 
specimens  were  submitted  for  laboratory  examination,  which  revealed 
that  the  causative  organism  was  Salmonella  Montevideo* 


Subsequent  investigations  found  that  the  Electric  Oven  in  which 
the  chickens  were  cooked  was  defective with  the  result  that  the 
cooking  temperatures  were  much  too  low0  Without  special.  care,, 
therefore 9  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  current  methods  of  spit 
roasting  as  practised  in  Pish  Shops,,  Restaurants  and  the  like9  are 
adequate  to  sterilise  the  birds  of  any  pathogenic  organisms  they 
may  containG  If  consumption  does  not  follow  soon  after  cooking,, 
and  prolonged  storage  at  warm  temperatures  ensues 9  an  otherwise  in¬ 
significant  degree  of  infection  may  increase  sufficiently  to 
provoke  symptoms  when  the  bird  is  ultimately  eaten 0 

The  fact  that  these  birds  were  cooked  and  exposed  for  sale  for 
immediate  consumption  allowed  them  to  escape  the  temperature 
requirements  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  designed  to  eliminate 
this  danger 0  Further^  the  division  of  cooked  birds  into  portions 9 

always  involves  considerable  handling,,  and  therefore  a  high 
standard  of  hygiene  is  called  for  on  the  part  of  all  food  handlers 0

MEAT  INSPECTION* 

The  number  of  animals  and  units  inspected  by  the  meat  inspectors 
during  19 68  was  37*764  or  141*431  inspection  units 0  This  shows  a 
decrease  on  the  previous  yearps  figures  as  a  result  of  the  main 
slaughterhouse  contractor  moving  to  another  part  of  the  country0 
Figures  for  cattle  were  up  but  the  number  of  sheep  was  considerably 
down*  It  is  anticipated*  however*  that  the  throughput  will  increase 
as  a  result  of  change  of  ownership  of  the  major  unit  of  the  Wessex 
Slaughterhouse  Board  namely  Font  ley  Abattoir,, 

Casualty  Animals 

There  was  the  usual  proportion  of  animals  sent  in  for  slaughter 
because  of  injury  or  illness  during  the  year0  In  these  cases*  the 
recommendations  laid  down  in  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  were 
closely  followed*  Veterinary  Certificates  or  written  declarations 
by  owners  were  required  according  to  the  particular  circumstances  and 
type  of  animals  sent  in*  It  is  the  casualty  animal  which  could  be  a 
source  of  trouble  in  a  slaughterhouse  if  proper  precautions  were  not 
taken* 

Warble  Fly 

Examination  of  dressed  carcases  of  beef' shows  a  high  incidence 
of  warble  fly  infestation  in  Steers  and  Heifers  (60%)o  This  is  in 
sharp  contrast  to  Cows  where  the  presence  of  warble  infestation  is 
comparatively  rare*  It  is  not  known  if  this  is  a  direct  result  of 
effective  treatment  of  infested  cattle  or  because  the  warble  fly  is 
not  common  in  the  areas  that  supply  cows*  It  does  demonstrate*  however* 
that  an  Order  requiring  compulsory  dressing*  under  supervision*  of  all 
cattle*  whether  visibly  effected  or  not*  would  be  more  effective  in 
achieving  the  eradication  of  the  warble  fly  from  the  pastures* 

Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  in  196 8,  100%  meat 
inspection  has  been  maintained*

Plant 


The  work  of  processing  is  split  into  two  distinct  conveyor  lines, 
the  plucking  line  and  the  evisceration  line,  the  birds  being  switched 
manually  from  one  to  the  other * 

Taken  from  their  plastic  crates  in  the  arrival  bay,  the  birds  are 
suspended  head  down  on  metal  shackles  and  pass  to  the  first  operator  who 
stuns  them  electrically,  after  which  they  are  immediately  stuck  and  bled* 
They  then  pass  through  a  20  ft*  bleeding  tank  and  travel  for  a  period  of 
2  minutes  through  an  agitated  scalding  tank  which  is  kept  at  a  constant 
126°P0  This  has  the  effect  of  raising  the  fat  and  loosening  the  feathers. 

From  here  the  birds  pass  through  the  rotating  rollers  of  the  Quill 
Puller  before  being  passed  to  the  wet  plucker  where  paired  rubber  picking 
fingers  rotating  on  double  drums  remove  the  feathers* 

The  carcases  are  now  virtually  free  of  feathers,  but  as  they  pass 
along  the  overhead  conveyor,  operators  stand  on  the  line  stubbing®* ,  that 
is,  they  remove  by  hand  any  feathers  missed  by  the  machines* 

The  first  operation  on  the  evisceration  line  is  the  removal  of  the 
feet,  after  which  the  legs  are  brought  up  into  the  shackles  ready  for 
the  evisceration  process*  This  is  carried  out  by  seven  employees  each 

performing  a  specific  job*  The  birds  then  travel  along  the  conveyor 
line  over  a  metal  trough  receiving  a  continuous  flow  of  water  and  into 
which  the  intestines  and  waste  matter  from  the  birds  are  dropped  and 
conveyed  to  wire  baskets  ready  for  collection  and  processing* 
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The  killing  plant  was  redesigned  in  April  1968  and  has  not  only 
increased  the  throughput  from  700  to  1300  birds  per  hour,  but  has 
also  improved  accessibility  for  plant  cleansing.  The  water  feed  to 
the  four  200  gallon  cooling  tanks  has  also  been  changed  from  direct 
mains  to  gravity  feed.  By  this  means  it  is  possible  to  meter  a  sodium 
hypochlorite  solution  (l l$>  free  chlorine)  which  maintains  a  homogenous 
level  of  6  p0p.m,  Chlorine  in  the  cooling  tanks.  At  this  level  a  ten 
minute  residence  time  is  sufficient  to  kill  salmonella  on  the  skin  of 
the  birds. 

Cooking 

This  unit  was  started  in  November  and  was  designed  to  cook  1^000 
birds  per  day.  The  meat  is  peeled  off  the  cooked  birds,  packed  and 
frozen  for  sale  to  the  Chicken  Pie  Manufacturers, 

To  meet  the  very  stringent  bacteria  specifications  a  high 
standard  of  hygiene  has  to  be  observed  in  order  to  satisfy  a  maximum 
level  toleration  of  20 9 000  per  gramme. 

Precautions  taken  include:- 

1,  Hot  birds  cooled  in  a  10  p.p,m,  solution  of  ClpBrp  (Chlorine 
and  Bromine) . 

2,  Air  sprayed  with  a  100  p,p,m,  mist  of  ClpBrp  three  times  per 
day. 

3,  Utensils  cleansed  with  bacteracidal  detergent  -  rinsed  in 
10  p,p,m,  solution  of  Clp, 

4«  Meat  packing  table  cleansed  every  hour, 

5,  Rubber  gloves  worn  by  operatives  handling  meat  washed  every  20 
minutes, 

6.  All  equipment  made  of  stainless  steel. 

Further  recommendations  made  by  the  department  include  Air 
Conditioning  and  Blast  Freezer  plant  to  be  installed  at  an  early  date. 
This  will  eliminate  risk  of  contamination  of  cooked  meat  by  uncooked 
products. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  a  daily  inspection  of  the  plant  by  a 
Public  Health  Inspector  when  processing  methods  are  studied  and  all 
suspect  birds  put  aside,  examined.  The  commonest  causes  for  rejection 
are  found  to  be  tumours,  coccidosis  and  ascites.

It  is  again  emphasized  that  condemned  meat  is  not  sold  or  used  for 
human  consumption  in  any  forme  Some  of  the  meat,  however,  is  utilised 
by  a  zoo  and  the  remainder  manufactured  into  fertilisers,  bone  meal,  etc. 
Other  condemned  foodstuffs  are  disposed  of  by  burning  at  the  Corporation’s 
Pumping  Station. 

Hygiene  of  Meat  Transport 

As  in  previous  years,  attention  was  directed  to  the  handling  of  meat 
in  transit  to  the  retail  butchery  premises,  not  only  from  Winnall 
Abattoir,  but  also  from  other  sources „  Frequent  observation  is  kept  on 

the  vehicles  used  and  inspection  revealed  little  cause  for  complaint  as 
far  as  cleanliness  is  concerned,,  Protective  clothing  used  by  personnel 
engaged  in  carrying  of  meat  was  also  given  attention,  said  it  was  found  to 
be  maintained  satisfactorily. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  NATIONAL  VETERINARY  SERVICE 


In  all  cases  where  tuberculous  pigs  and  calves  can  be  traced  to  the 
farms  on  which  they  have  been  reared,  the  Veterinary  Officers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  are  Informed  and  given  details 
of  the  sites  of  infections  revealed  on  post-mortem  examination.

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Insect  Pests 


Insect  pest  control  is  essentially  a  public  health  service  and 
and  most  insects  either  transmit  disease  or  interfere  with  the  personal 
comfort  of  the  individual* 

In  addition  to  contract  work,  for  the  eradication  of  cockroach, 
steam- fly,  ants,  earwigs,  red  spider,  fleas,  fly  infestation  ( thaumat omyia 
notata)  and  wasps,  quite  a  large  amount  of  work  has  continued  for  private 
firms,  property  owners  and  the  general,  public* 

In  one  case  it  was  found  necessary  to  engage  specialist  contractors 
for  tiie  fumigation  of  domestic  premises  which  were  infested  with  bed-bugs* 
Needless  to  say,  the  requirements  of  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide  Regulations 
were  fully  observed* 

Wasps®  nests  have  provided  an  increasing  number  of  complaints  year 
by  year.  Occupiers  of  houses  have  found  that  the  Pest  Control  staff 
of  the  Council  is  willing  to  assist  in  the  work  of  destroying  nests.  A 
small  charge  is  made  in  the  majority  of  cases,  for  carrying  out  this  work* 
Earlier  treatments  for  destroying  wasps  nests  were  by  the  use  of  Cyanide 
gas,  but  recently  the  basic  insecticide  used  by  the  Department  has'  proved 
to  be  efficacious.

The  Public  Health  Inspector  is  empowered  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  1961,  to  serve  notices  requiring  attention  within 
forty-eight  hours  to  choked  drains,  private  sewers,  water  closets  and 
other  sanitary  appliances*  Notices  affecting  98  premises  were  complied 
with  by  the  owners  whilst  at  11  premises  the  necessary  work  of  pumping 
oi'  rod  ding  was  carried  out  by  the  City  Engineers  Department  in  default  or 
as  a  result  of  the  owners  requesting  the  Corporation  to  undertake  the  work 
on  their  behalf* 

At  146  premises,  drains  were  inspected  or  tested  and  appropriate 
action  taken  as  found  necessary* 

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal* 

The  greater  portion  of  the  City  is  on  main  drainage  although  some 
outlying  areas  are  still  served  with  cesspools*  This  system  appears  to 
be  quite  adequate* 

So  far  as  the  disposal  is  concerned,  the  part  of  the  City  on  main 
sewerage  is  drained  to  the  Gamier  Road  Pumping  Station  from  whence  it  is 
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pumped  to  the  treatment  works  at  Morestead  Farm  where  the  results  achieved 
are  satisfactory*
